Stores to Close Carl) to Conserve 
Kleetricity; City Trustees to 
Plan for Tree Planting. 


The merchants of South San Fran¬ 
cisco may close their shop doors at 8 
j o'clock each evening except Saturday, 
according to several of the local 
storekeepers who were present at 
Monday night's meeting of the city 
trustees. This move is the result of 
the recent order from the state power 
administrator that all show window 
lighting should cease until winter 
; rains start and the present acute 
power shortage is overcome. The 
merchants propose as a substitute 
measure and one calculated to save 
much more power, that they be al¬ 
lowed to light their windows till 8, 
then close their stores. W. C. 
Schneider, A. T. Arndt, and H. A. 
Cuvassa spoke for the merchants, and 
the city trustees received the proposi¬ 
tion so favorubly that they instructed 
City Clerk McSweeney to communicate 
with other merchants not at the meet¬ 
ing and advise them to fall in line 
and close at 8 o’clock. "So fur as In¬ 
dicated at the meeting the 8 o'clock 
closing will include only dry goods, 

1 clothing, grocery, and drug stores. 
Other places of business such as pool- 
rooms and soft drink stores may not 
fall in with the proposition, but in 
any case will be forced to put out 
their window lights. 

A communication from City En¬ 
gineer George Kneese stated the fac¬ 
tory district sewer was now completed 
and the sum of $399.94 due the con¬ 
tractor, C. 11. Cowden. Within thirty 
dayH the final payment or $6906.93 will 
also full due. 

Andrew Hnyding appeared to ask 
whether the city trustees had made 
any provision for the planting of trees 
along the streets next spring. Mf. 
Hynding urged that in providing for 
next year's expenses the city uiukc 
this provision, and stated that ac- { 
cording to carefully made estimates 
each one thousand trees would mean 
about $900 first cost with stakes, and 
that another $1000 would have to be 
provided to take care of planting and 
maintenance.

AUTO WORLD AND OTHER 
DROPS BELIEVED TO BE NEAR. 


DISCUSSION OYER OPENING OF 
VHROYO AVENUE, SAN CARLOS, 
IS BROUGHT OUT: NEW MEAT 
ORDINANCE IS LAID OVER. 


The outstanding event of the week 
in the opinion of many is the an¬ 
nouncement of Henry Ford that tiie 
prices of all products of the Ford 
Motor Company are to be cut from 
17 per cent to 31 per cent. With a 
promptness and thoroughness char¬ 
acteristic of the movements of Mr. 
Ford, the cot, announced in Detroit 
Tuesday, was put into effect in every 
part of the United States Wednesday. 

In announcing the cut, Ford said: 

“The war is over, prices must come 
down. There is no sense or wisdom 
in trying to maintain an artificial 
standard of values. For the best in¬ 
terests of all, it is time that a real 
practical effort was made to bring 
the business of the country and the 
life of the country down to normal. 

"Inflated prices always retard 
progress. We had to stand it during 
the war. although it was not right, 
so the Ford Motor Car Company will 
make the prices of its products the 
same as they were before the war.” 

For many weeks there has been a 
downward trend in prices in many 
lines, including clothing and food¬ 
stuffs. in Chicago Tuesday a thou¬ 
sand members of the Retail Clothiers’ 
Association beard Frederick , Levy, 
their president, deliver an address in 
which he declared that “Clothing 
prices must and will come down. 
They are now too high.” The prices 
of wool and silk are at low ebb. 

In food the price slump is being led 
by sugar, which in the course of a 
few weeks has dropped II cents a 
pound. 

In automobile tires there has been 
an inclination downward noticeable 
for several weeks and with rubber 
now selling at very low figures and 
with the bottom entirely out of the 
leather market, it seems certain that 
tires and boots and shoes are due to 
hit bedrock by next summer. There 
has been little fall in shoe prices as 
yet, but shoe merchants are ad-J 
mitting that there is such a possibility 
soon. 

Ford’s drastic cut in the price of 
his machines was followed next day 
by an announcement from the Frank¬ 
lin factory of a substantial cut in the 
prices of Franklin cars. Although 
several other factories hurriedly de¬ 
clared they had no intention of reduc- i 
ing the price of their cars, there is 
strong indication that the drop in 
Fords and Franklins covering the 
fields of the low and mediumly high- 
priced cars will have an irresistible 
tendency to drag down the prices of 
other automobiles. 


Discussion regarding the opening 
of part of Arroyo avenue at San 
Carlos occupied the greater part of 
tiie meeting of the board of county 
supervisors at Monday's session. The 
Mercantile Trust Company has been 
trying for some time to get this thor¬ 
oughfare accepted by the county, 
while several residents of the district 
are as keen in their determination 
that the street shall not be opened. 
Fred H. Drake, representing the 
company, brought a resolution before 
the board accepting certain streets at 
Stilt Carlos. Mr. and Mrs. Fred W. 
Llppman with their attorney, J. J. 
littlloek, were on hand to prevent the 
adoption of this resolution if portions 
of Arroyo avenue were included. 

The portion of Arroyo avenue in 
question has been occupied for years 
by buildings erected and owned by 
Mr. and Mrs. Lippman. A controversy 
has been going on for some time be¬ 
tween the Lippmuns and the Mercan¬ 
tile Trust Company over the closing 
of the thoroughfare, and several 
months ago the trust company peti¬ 
tioned the supervisors to declare 
Arroyo avenue a public street. The 
board, acting on tiie opinion of District 
, Attorney Swart, refused to grant the 
petition. Recently a suit, lias been 
commenced in tiie superior court by 
die Mercantile Trust Company 
against tiie Lippmans to compel them 
to remove tiie buildings from file 
avenue. 

Acting upon the opinion of the dis¬ 
trict attorney that tiie board could not 
legally accept the street in question 
and in view of the suit situation, it 
was decided on motion of Supervisor 
Brown, seconded by Supervisor 
Hickey, to lay tin 1 matter over with¬ 
out prejudice to any one. 

The board officially canvassed the 
returns of the Washington sanitary 
election, showing that the proposition 
had been defeated by a vote of 40 for 
to 441 against. 

Supervisor MaeRuln was given au¬ 
thority by tiie board to purchase the 
necessary lumber for 3500 feet of 
guard rails on the La Honda road, lie 
stating that lie would pay the cost of 
construction out of his road fund. 

The matter of the proposed meat 
ordinance and appointment of a 
county veterinarian was laid ovqr 
until October 4th, in order to give the 
board time to investigate the number 
of peqplc slaughtering in the county 
and the amount of stock killed, so as 
to be able to fix the inspector’s com¬ 
pensation.

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JOHNSON PREDICTS 
HARDING’S ELECTION 


Sacramento, Sept. 21.—Predicting 
an overwhelming success for the Re¬ 
publican party, Senator Hiram W. 
Johnson addressed the Republican 
state convention here today. In his 
speech he predicted that the wide¬ 
spread dissatisfaction with Demo¬ 
cratic policies and presidential ac¬ 
tion would result in a complete over¬ 
throw of the present administration 
and that nothing could prevent the 
election of Warren G. Harding. John¬ 
son reiterated his statement that 
Harding had scrapped the League of 
Nations and that the operation would 
rally the electorate of America to the 
candidacy of the Republican nominee. 
Senator Johnson said, in part: 

“I congratulate you upon the out¬ 
look for Republican success. So 
widespread is the dissatisfaction with 
the present administration, so great 
the hostility to many of the acts of 
the president, and so acute the justi¬ 
fiable fear of the metamorphosis of 
our foreign policy, that apparently 
nothing can prevent overwhelming 


Republican success in the November 


election. 

“The indictment brought against 
Mr. Wilson’s government is severe, 
but warranted by the facts. For 
the first time in our lives the 
Democratic administration taught us 
what repression and suppression 
were. This administration not only 
curtailed the constitutional privilege 
of citizens at home, but endeavored to 
drive us into perilous paths abroad. 
Free speech has been threatened, not 
in the interest of patriotism, but for 
existing power. A free press has 
been endangered. A rigid censorship 
diluted the news, and facts to which 
all were entitled were forbidden pub¬ 
lication, while government propa¬ 
ganda colored and often distorted 
the information permitted to come to 
the people. These assaults insensibly 
bred intolerance, the ancient foe of 
freedom. The necessary restrictions 
of war time have been inexcusably 
prolonged in peace, and our govern¬ 
ment has strayed far from those 
fundamental principles upon which, 
for more than a century and a quar¬ 
ter, the republic has so securely 
rested. 

“When first, in soft and honeyed 
phrases, the subject was broached, 
we had become so accustomed to 
ready assent to every word and act 


of autocratic power, that our people 
enthusiastically acclaimed the League 
without knowledge of its detail or 
understanding of its injurious possi¬ 
bilities. The long and arduous de¬ 
bate in the senate finally illumined the 
subject, and what was originally ac¬ 
cepted as humanity’s greatest boon 
was finally seen as the most perilous 
project which had ever been attempt¬ 
ed in the republic. The League of 
Nations not alone will irrevocably 
change our foreign policy and involve 
us in the quarrels and controversies 
in which we have no concern and 
from which we have held aloof, but 
will also seriously affect us in our 
domestic relations. It becomes, 
therefore, as both candidates assert 
and as the president himself has 'de¬ 
sired, the dominant issue in this cam¬ 
paign.”

UTILITY INCREASES JUSTIFIED 


Under the above heading the following article 
appeared in the San Francisco Daily Commer¬ 
cial News, issue of September 17th: 

We respectfully call ibe attention of all con¬ 
sumers of telephone, electric, water, gas, street 
railway and other forms of public service to 
the comparative schedule herein set forth: 

“Unjust criticism has been directed at public service 
commissions in various parts of the country over in¬ 
creased rates allowed for telephone service, electric 
service, water, gas, street railway, etc. 

Justifying the increases granted to public utilities 
in Kansas by the Kansas Public Service Commission, 
the accounting department of the Court of Industrial 
Relations has made a brief survey of tbe records and 
makes the following statement, which it is believed is 
comparatively correct. The increases in living necessi¬ 
ties are as follows:

one-lialf cup of horseradish, and one- 
half cup of salt. Cover with a light 
weight and seal airtight with paraffin 
for winter use. 

Tomato Relish 

Scald and skin 15 ripe tomatoes. 
Pare, core, and cut into small pieces 
6 sour apples. Peel 5 medium-sized 
onions. Chop all of these very tine, 
using a food chopper, if you have one. 
Put into a large, saucepan with— 

2 level tablespoonfuls of salt. 

3 green peppers or 1 level teaspoon 

of black pepper. 

1/3 teaspoon of cayenne pepper, 
pint of vinegar. 

Bring to a boil and boil slowly one 
and one-half hours. Remove the ves¬ 
sel from the stove, put the relish into 
scalded jars or bottles, and seal while 
hot. This is mild and delicious when 
served with meats, oysters, of vege¬ 
tables. 

Tonmto Catsup 

Use ripe tomatoes. Cut in half, 
cook thoroughly, strain through co¬ 
lander or sieve. To one gallon of this 
strained pulp add 2 tablespoonfuls of 
salt, 1 of pepper, 3 of sugar. 1 of 
powdered mustard; 2 pods of red 
pepper, sliced and with seeds re¬ 
moved; and a small muslin bag con¬ 
taining 1 tablespoonful of whole all¬ 
spice, 1 of bits of cinnamon bark, 1 of 
peppercorns, and 1 of whole cloves. 
Boil rapidly for about two hours or 
until thick; then add two cups of 
vinegar, boil again if necessary to 
thicken further, after taking out the 
spice bag. Pour into scalded bottles 
and seal while hot with new corks. 
One-half cupful of chopped white 
onions may be cooked with the tomato 
pulp if desired.

September Forecasts the Mode

Pickles possess little food value but 
they add zest and variety to a meal. 
They are the jazz element in the culi¬ 
nary world and as such are well worth 
the time and money the housekeeper 
expends in the making of them. Now 
Is the time to lay up a supply for 
the winter, and below are given some 
pickle recipes recommended by house¬ 
hold specialists of the United States 
Department of Agriculture. 

Dill pickles are made from fresh or 
salted cucumbers ( th e former are 
choicer, but the latter have better 
keeping qualities). Employ pickled 
dill seed or herb and “dill spice,” 
composed of allspice, black pepper, 
coriander seed, and bay leaves, in 
addition to the brine. 

Soak 100 cucumbers in a 30-degree 
brine (about 15 ounces of salt to 6 
quarts of water) until the brine will 
give an acid test, i. e., turns red when 
tested with litmus paper (which may 
be bought at a drug store). Drain 
.and arrange in layers in a crock, put¬ 
ting in a layer of cherry or grape 
leaves first, then the cucumbers, then 
a few cloves, the dill, a few small 
pieces of red pepper, and then the 
leaves. Continue until the crock is 
lull. Cover with the brine which was 
drained off and to which has been 
added one-half cup of mustard seed.

Decora- 
tlons Include ostrich feathers.'wings, 
feather and ribbon ornaments, but, 
above all. elaborate embroideries in 
rich shades and narrow ribbons in 
vivid colors. Brown and tones that 
harmonize with it appear often enough 
to convince one that among quiet col- 
ors brown will stand with navy at the 
head of the column of favorites. 
Those yellows that make the glory of 
nasturtiums, and a reddish brown, 
called “rust,” are combined with many 
dark shades in other colors. 

There are many off-the-face shapes 
In medium-sized hats, and narrow 
brimmed lints for early wear. Among 
the showings wide-brimmed satin or 
taffeta hats with dashing lines hnve 


either flaring or unturned brims. 

Four very practical hnts In the at¬ 
tractive group above portray four dif¬ 
ferent shapes that may be relied on 
to be becoming—which is the chief 
end of millinery. One of them Is of 
duvetyn with upturned brim faced 
with satin in a light color. A curling 
spray of feathers monopolizes the 
brim, springing out of the facing at 
the left front and curving over the 
brim edge. Just below it a square- 
crowned sailor shape is covered with 
duvetyn and faced with velvet In a 
darker color. Duvetyn makes the col¬ 
lar about the crown ending In a bow 
with small covered balls at the ends 
of the folded material.

Wise housekeepers can have plenty 
of grape juice for use not only as a 
beverage but as flavoring in various 
tempting desserts. The following 
directions for making it are given by 
the United States Department of 
Agriculture: 

Only clean, sound, well-ripened but 
not overripe grapes should be used. 
These may be crushed by a potato 
masher or some similar implement, or 
the juice may be pressed out in an 
ordinary cider mill. Pour immediately 
into a glass or enameled vessel and 
allow it to stand overnight. Drain the 
juice from the sediment and run 
through several thicknesses of clean 
flannel. Pour into clean bottles, leav¬ 
ing space at the top for the liquid to 
expand when hot. Put bottles on a 
false bottom in a wash boiler, if no 
commercial pasteurizer is available; 
fill boiler with water to within an 
inch or to of the tops of the bottles. 
Place a thermometer in one of the 
bottles and heat until the juice 
reaches a temperature of 180 degrees; 
then take the bottles out and seal or 
cork them immediately. Only new 
corks that have been soaked for thirty

minutes in water at a temperature of 
about 140 degrees should be used. It 
is well to take the further precaution 
of sealing the corks with paraffin or 
sealing wax to prevent the entrance 
of mold germs. 

Grape juice may also be made by 
adding one pint of water to every 
five pounds of grapes. Concords and 
Niagaras make an acceptable product. 
Crush the grapes, add the water, bring 
nearly to boiling point, and strain. 
Add one-half cup of granulated sugar 
to every quart of juice. Bring just to 
a boil, pour into boiled bottles or cans, 
place in water bath, and boil ten 
minutes; seal airtight. 

Unfermented grape juice properly 
made and bottled will keep indefi¬ 
nitely if not exposed to the atmos¬ 
phere or to infection from mold 
germs. When a bottle is once opened, 
however, the contents should be used 
as soon as possible.

twee, four 


miles apart, are two islands—St. 
George and St. Paul—the only land to 
which the seals ever resort. Every 
spring they visit the islands to raise 
their young, leaving In the fall to win¬ 
ter in the north Pacific, and it Is dur¬ 
ing the summer that the census is 
taken. 

The killing of the animals is also 
done In the summer, this under law be¬ 
ing confined to the surplus males. 
Last year lack of labor resulted In 
10,(XX) fewer animals being killed than 
government otficials had planned. 
Japan and Great Britain, along with 
the United States, share the revenue 
produced from the seal kill, a treaty 
giving this country 70 per cent of the 
animals, with fhe other two countries 
each receiving 15 per eent. 

“In the old days,” says Mr. Smith, 
“when 100,000 seals were being killed 
annually the government obtained $10 
a skin, while now we are getting $1-40, 
which nets us about $120 a skin. In¬ 
crease in the value of furs and the 
different method of conducting the 
business explains this.” 

Besides the sale of pelts, the gov¬ 
ernment is operating a fertilizer plant 
on the Islands for disposing of the car¬ 
casses, from which there also is ex¬ 
tracted an oil used for dressing tops 
of automobiles.

I now being taken by the bureau of 
fisheries, Is expected to show about 
600,000 of the animals, or three times 
as many us when the government un¬ 
dertook t^e custody of them a half 
score years ago. 

Although the seal spervVs much of 
Its life nt sea, Its habits make the cen¬ 
sus taking comparatively easy. Hugh 
M. Smith, commissioner of the bureau 
of fisheries, explains fhe “count of 
noses” is of importance to prevent 
“blind killing” of tlie animals for their 
fur, possibly resulting In their ex¬ 
tinction. 

Under present government control. 
Mr. Smith asserts the seals are in¬ 
creasing about 10 or 12 per cent in 
number annually. Last year's count 
showed 550,000, of which 26,000 were 
killed for their pelts.
